Mr. Mitentaro ShOriki (see biographic sketch, p. 9) heard-of--
Senator Mundt s speech, became intererted in the idea, and
-sent a repreeentative to confer with the Senator. Senator.•
Mundt referred Shoriki's associate to es-ara1 radio and
electronics experts in the United States among which was
Ur. Holthusen. A meeting was arranged in Senator Mundt's

•Office attended by Holthusen, William S. Halstead of Crosby
Laboratories Dr. Walter Duschinalq, specialist in broad-
casting studio engineering, the Japanese delegation . and news-
men. In 1951 Holthusen, Halstead and Dusohinsky went to
Japan for preliminary survey work. According to a mission
source Holthusen has offered to -work with Shoriki in sett-
ing up a nation-wide TV network consisting of a master trans-
mitter citation in Tokyo and 22 relay stations throughout the
Moms Islands. In Connection with securing station sites and
a frequency band Holthumen has approached both State and Army.

--- , Department of State has a detailed Tile of conversations and
correspondence held by Holthusen with both departments during
1951. At that-time the project was not favorably received
by the United States Government. It has not-been possible
to secure recent information of Holthusen's activities in
this connection.

It is reported that Holthueen has approached officials of
other governments, viz.
